A man named John Berg, and said to 
be from Brainerd, was killed by a train 
on the Cross Lake logging road about 
six o’clock last night, near Longville. 
The man had iaidjotf at noon and drew 
his money and 
went to a saloon about 
five miles from camp. About five o'clock 
he left the saloon badly under the in 
fluenco of liquor and with a couple of 
bottles of the stuff in his pocket. About 
six o’clock he was discovered by the en­ 
gineer of a logging train lying between 
the rails. 
It is on a curve and the en­ 
gine was close on the body before it was 
discovered. 
The engineer whistled but 
the man did not stir. 
It was impossi­ 
ble to stop the train but there was no 
sign of life or motion when the engine 
struck the body. 
The remains were 
terribly mangled and death must have 
been instantaneous even if he was not 
already dead. 
Inquiry in this city shows that the 
deceased formerly lived in Brainerd. 
He was about 35 year- of age and was 
single. 
For several years he was em­ 
ployed as a carpenter in the car shops 
and is reported to have been a good 
; workman. 
For the past year ho has 
been working as a lumber jack for the 
Cross Lake people. 
He was a member 
of both the Sons of Norway and the In ­ 
dependent Scandiav inn Association, and 
had insurance in 
both orders at one 
time, but whether or not it had been 
allowed to lapse is not known. 
So far 
as can be learned he had no relatives in 
this county, though it is believed be­ 
sonio that he has a couple tJf uncles in 
Wisconsin.

M. Clark A Co., 
and no arrangements have been made as 
to the funeral.
